Eor  long  secluded  from  the  march  of  time  the  district  has 
ultimately  evolved  at  an  exceptional  rate".  Within  tv;o  years, 

355  houses  have  been  added  to  the  rate  books,  166  in  1961  and 
207  in  1962,  representing  a 19%  increase  in  the  number  of  inhabited 
dwellings.  Situated  between  tw'O  expanding  towns  and  within 
close  proximity  of  intersecting  motorways,  this  is  to  be  expected. 

Albeit  certain  rural  aspects  of  the  district  are  still 
preserved  in  the  hands  of  the  Town  and  Country  Planning  Authority. 
Local  industries  include  agriculture,  some  coal  mining,  brick 
and  terra  cotta  manufacture  and  stone  quarrying,  whilst  the 
maintenance,  domestic  and  laundry  work  at  the  enlarging  Bi Hinge 
H-ospital  absorb  a considerable  amount  of  labour  especially  of 
the  female  class.  For  the  most  part  however  the  residents 


commute  to  work  outside  the  district, 
and  transient.

Bacterioloisgcal  Report 

Bacteriological  samples  w'ere  submitted  weekly  to  the  .Public 
Health  Laboratory,  Liverpo.ol  for  testing  and  with  the  exception 
of  one  sample  from  Gob  Moor  Pumping  Station  were  satisfactory. 
Special  arrangements  to  ensure  adequate  chlorination  of  this 
latter  supply  have  resulted  in  all  subsequent  samples  proving 
satisfactory. 


General 
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With  the  rapid  increase  in  housing  developnent  in  the 
District,  the  cons‘'JLmption  of  water  has  risen  to  an  extent  when 
some  difficulty  is  being  exnerienced  in  maintaining  adequate 
supplies. 

The  maximum  quantity  of  200,000  gallons  per  day  which  can 
be  taken  from  the  Riwington  Aqueduct  under  the  agreement  vnth 
Liverpool  Corporation  has  nox7  been  reached  and  fhe  Makerfield 
Water  Board  are  only  able  to  supply  regialarly  the  minimum  amount 
of  10,000  gallons  per  day  under  their  agreem.ent.  As  a result 
increased  use  has  had  to  be  m.ade  of  tlie  emergency  suprly  from 
Cob  Moor  Pumping  Station  and  8,886,000  gallons  were  pumped 
therefrom  during  the  year. 

For  various  reasons  it  has  not  yet  been  possible  tp  proceed 
with  the  schemes  for  pum.ping  additional  supplies  of  water  from 
St,  Helens-.' into  the  District  and  the  position  could  arise  in  a 
prolonged  dry  spell  in  the  near  fut^ure  that  if  pumping  levels 
at  the  Cob  .Moor  Pumping  Station  fell  too  low  there  would  be 
insufficient  water  to  meet  the  needs  for  domestic  use.

2 . Drainage  and  Sev^erage 


The  drainage  and  sev:erage  of  the  district  T^dll  continue  to 
be  a prime  pre- occupation  of  the  Council  in  the  next  fev;  years. 
Concurrently  with  the  increasing  demand  for  water  there  is  the 
complimentary  feature  of  the  increasing  load  on  the  sev;ers,  Tliis 
is  already  being  anticipated  in  Billinge  Higher  End  where  the 
considerable  extensions  at  Billinge  Hospital  aggravate  the 
situation  created  by  widespread  building  development. 

As  to  sew’age  treatment,  the  modern  filtration  plants  at  the 
Northern  field  and  at  Lyre  Vale  deal  with  the  bulk  proceeding 
, from  fhe  most  populous  zones  of  the  district  at  Hi^er  End  and 
Chapel  End  respectively.  That  at  Lyme  Vale  how'ever  is  still  not 
entirely  trouble  free.  For  some  tine  the  sludge  beds  there 
have  not  been  draining  properly  and  recent  complaints  from,  the 
Mersey  Rivers  Board  of  stream  pollution  are  attributed  to  this 
factor..  The  Consultant  Engineers  are  therefore  being  summoned 
again  to  investigate  and  remedy  a defect  which  preveiled  simul- 
taneously in  the  sprinkler  beds  before.’ 

The  agreement  mth  the  Wigan  Corporation  for  the  disposal 
of  sewage  from,  that  part  of  Winstanley  adjoining  the  Borough 
boundary  is  approaching  its  term.inati on.  Fresh  terms,  not  quite 
so  liberal,  are,  already  -under  negotiation  for  a f-urther  period. 

At  Kings  Moss  the  hamlet  isolated  from  the  general  sewers, 
housing  developnent  has  proceeded  without  adequate  provision 
for  sewerage  disposal,  A septic  tank  installed  to  accormiodate 
several  new  houses  proved  s true t’'ir ally  unso-und  and  fouling  of 
the  neighbouring  stream  as  well  as  choking  of  the  house  drains ^ 
was  the  inevitable  outcome.  To  ob-viate  the  nuisance  the  Council 
•are  temporally  obliged  to  arrange  for  the  regular  eiip-bying  of 
this  tank.  In  such  circumstances  further  building  proposals 
are  bo-und  to  be  curtailed  and.  the  early  pro-vision  of  a small 
filtration  plant  to  accommodate  present  needs  and  future  prospects 
is  the  only  feasible  solution.  This  is  now  contemplaced  bu-fe 
■tiwo  contingencies  to  be  weighed  in  the  balance  are  the  pending 
decisions  of  the  Bo-iindaries  Commission  and  the  building  restric- 
tions imposed  by  the  Tou'n  and  Co-untry  Planning  Author! -ty. 
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3 . Rivers  and  Streans 


Apart  fron  the  possibilities  of  c ont aninati on  fron  sewage 
effluent,  as  already  nentioned,  there  is  no  danger  of  pollution 
of  any  watercourse. 

Since  June  1st  1963,  it  is  an  offence  to  continue  to  discharge 
any  trade  or  sewage  effluent  into  a watercourse  without  the  prior 
consent  of  the  appropriate  Rivers  Board. 


4.  Sanitary  Acconinodation 


The  G'ouncil  has  decided  on  a nore  positive  policy  towards 
the'  eradication  of  the  privy  niddens  and  closets  extant  in  the 
district.  A count  revealed  that" 75  privy  niddens  and  105  closets 
still  renain.  Sone  of  these  are  attached  to  slun  houses 
scheduled  for  denolition  in  the  near  future.  Sone  are  situated 
at  Kings  Moss  where  the  sewage  disposal  problen  nust  first  be 
settles..  But  there  renains  a fraction  w’hich  can  now  be 
systenatically  dealt  with  in  view  of  the  augnentation  of  the 
Converstion  Grant  to  £20. 

Five  conversions  were  effected  in  the  year.

7.  Total  Inspections  made  for  all  p^orposes  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspector  during;  1962 


The  particulars  in  this  section  are  incomplete  on  account 
of  the  dismissal  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector. 

The  available  records  reveal  that  24  defects  or  nuisances 
Vi/ere  discovered,  24  informal  notices  served  and  10  Statutory 
Notices  issued.

8 .  Shops  and  Offices  - 

One  shop  was  closed  during  the  year  and  there  are  now  54 
shops  in  the  area.  Some  are  situated  in  derelict  property  and 
are  likely  to  be  involved  in. the  pending  slnm  clearance  considera- 
tions. 

The  Public  Health  Inspector  acted  on  behalf  of  the  Lancashire 
County  Council  mtil  his  dismissal  since  when  his  function  in 
this  ^here  has  been  in  abeyance  and  particulars  of  inspections 
under  the  Shops  Act  1950  are  not  available. 

No  inspections  appear  to  have  been  made  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1930. 


9.  Licensed  Premises 


One  public  house  v;as  demolished  in  the  process  of  slum 
clearance  during  the  year  and  12  now'  remain  in  the  district. 

The  sanitary  provisions  generally  are  satisfactory,  but  one  is 
.in  need  of  m.odernisation.  There  are  now  six  clubs  in  the  district 
and  all  are  satisfactory  with  regard  to  the  sanitary  arrangements 
and  general  hygiene.

Though  appreciably  reduced  it  has  defied 
every  practicable  endeavour  to  extinguish  it  completely. 
Complaints  have  come  mainly  from  the  new/  housing  estate  in  the 
vicinity.

HOUSING 


No  131111(11110  enterprise  was  In  hand  by  the  Local  Authority 
during  the  year.  However  all -the  preliminaries  of  the  Gantley 
Road  Estate  were  completed  and  a. start  has  since  been  made  on 
the  first  part,  com.prlslng  16  three  bedroom,  houses,  12  two  bed- 
room flats  and  16  one  bedroom  flats.  The  full  scheme  provides 
for  16  three  bedroom  houses,  8 three  bedroom  flats,  32  two 
bedroom  flats,  52  one  bedroom,  flats  and  26  one  bedroom  bungalows  - 
114  dwellings  In  all.  Incidental  to  this  I must  record  the 
general  antipathy  of  the  public  to  flats.  Som.e  coercion  I -fear 
will  be  required  In  the  allocation  of  tenancies. 

The  Council  now  estimates  that  the  Scheme,  when  completed, 
will  suffice  for  the  requirements  of  slum  clearance,  overcrowding 
and'  old  persons’  accommodation,  having  regard  to  the  new  prospects 
of  restoration  under  the  Standard  Grant  provisions  of  the 
Housing  Act  1959.

Dem.olition  of  27  condemned  houses  followed  the  evacuation 
of  the  tenants  into  the  new  Oakley  Avenue  Estate.  Overcrowding 
has  been  declining  steadily.  Alleviation  follows  in  the  process 
of  slum  clearance  and  the  allocation  of  casual  vacancies.  Five 
cases  involving  55  persons  in  9 families  were  relieved  in  the 
latter  w'ay.  But  overcrowded  cases  still  remain  on  the  Co'uncil 
files  to  the  extent  of  6 lodgers  in  12  families,  containing  a 
total  of  35  persons,  and  12  householders  comprising  67  persons.
